California and Nevada — Grasshop- 
pers Above the Snow Line.

G. A. Rankin and a GAZETTE re- 


| porter made the ascent of Mt. Rese 


yesterday. They left Reno on Satur 
day afternoon and reached Galena flat, 
near the base of the mountain, in time 
to camp there that night. Galena was 
once a flourishing town, supported by 
the wood industry. Abut 1865 it 
burned down, and was never rebuilt. 
Before that date it had a large popula- 
tion, having 300 registered voters, all 
Republican. There were only two 
Democratsin the place. Galena creek 
is a rushing mountain stream, which 
flows down a deep canyon around 
Bald mountain and meanders through 
the flat. It once furnished the motive 
power for a quartz m‘ll. The site of 
the old town of Galena is now deserted 
and desolate. Not a single human 
being lives upon the flat. Not a house 
or building of any description remains. 
Time has swept away every sign of 
human occupation. There is 
NO TRACE OF A STREET. 


The grass and weeds have grown ever 
everything, and a stranger may ride 
over the site to-day unconscious that 
a bustling town once stood where now 


the green turf is cut by his horse’s 
feet. There is now a Dutch rancher 
named Martin West living on the 
northern end of the flat. The horses 
of the party munched their provender 
in his barn. “Pretty wind here, 
sometimes? he was asked. “Yes,” 
said Martin, “dot vind he come down 
one day last year, and blews awa 

vifty leetle cheekins vot I had raised. 
Blows dem clear away out of sight.” 
Martin spoke in a way that carried 
conviction to his hearers. He had 
been @ sailor in his youth and had 
learned the beauty of truthfalness in 
the forecastie of many a gallant ship. 
But yesterday morning the wind, 
which had wafted into the wilderness 
so many of the Dutchman's chickens, 
was fast asleep in its cava. Scarcely 
a breath of air was stiring when the 
splendid sunrise came blushing over 
the mountains of the east. The Reno 
Alpine club were ear:y in the saddle, 
and pickiog their way along the rough 
trails that wind up the canyon in 
which the Galena creek makes its 
bed. A good road was found on the 
left of the creek some distance up the 
canyon, a highway from Washoe City 
across the mountains to somewhere. 
The road passes between 

BALD MOUNTAIN AND SLIDE MOUNTAIN, 


and leaves Mt. Rose on the right. A 
wagon trail leaves the road back of 
Bald mountain, crosses the creek, and 
winds up the base of Mt. Rose toa 
woodchoppers’ camp on its eastern 
slope. Up-this the horses clambered 
and from it they were diverted toa 
hard climb of a few hundred feet 
up the face of the mountain. The 
incline was too steep for them, and 
they were left tied to trees while the 
party pressed forward on foot. It was 
about 8 o’clock when the horses hung 
back on their halters, securely fasten- 
ed to steut pines, and abandoned their 
riders to their fate. Two legs seemed 
all too few with which to climb that 
rocky steep. The ascent was made iv 
zig-zag fashion, and every few hundred 
feet u stop was made for rest and re- 
freshment. One can eat many times 
in the course of the climb to the sum- 
mit, and it is advisable to eat freqaent- 
ly in order to support the strength and 
prevent a total collapse of the dia- 
phragm. Crystal water from a spring, 
carried in a capacious flask, was found 
especially refreshing. Banks of snow 
are numerous on the mountain and 
the flask could quickly be cooled in 
one of them. After an hour's climb 
the party reached the apex of a rocky 
peak on which their eyes had rested 
as the end of their toil, and saw the 
real summit apparently half a mile 
above them. One imagines he is near 
the top when a long ways from it. 


THE LOWER PORTION OF THE MOUNTAIN 
is granite. Most of it is disintegrated 
and covers the surtace toa depth of 


is hard to walk in. But almost all 
the way up the rocks afford an excel- 
lent foothold. The trees on the east- 
ern slope, up which the ascent was 
made, give abundant shade. There is 
an astonishing difference of tempera- 
ture between shade and sunshine on 
the heights. Climb a few huntired 
feet in the sun and the lungs pant, the

Second. The Constitution of the Uxsited 
States 's the rupreme law, and not a mere 
compact. Outof the confederated States it 
made a sovereign nation. Some powers are 
denied to the nation, while others are retained 
by the States; but the boundary between the 
—— delegated and those reserved is to be 

ee y national and not by State tri- 
buna 8. 5 

Third. The work of popular education is 
one left to the care ofthe severa: States, but 
it is the duty of the national government to 
aid that work to the extent of its constitn- 
tional ability. The intelligence of the nation 
is but the aggregate of the intelligence in the 
several States, and the destiny oi the nation 
must be guided, not by the genius of aay one 
State, but by the average genius of all. 


NON-SECTARIAN SCHOOLS. 


Fourth. The constitution wisely forbids 
Congress to make any laws respecting an es- 
tabiishment of religion, but it is idle to ho 
that the nation can be protected against the 
influence of sectarianism while each state is 
ex to ite particular demination. We 
therefore recommend that the constitution 
oe so amended as to lay some prohibition u 
on the Legis.ature of each State, and te forbid 
the appropriation of public funds to the sup- 
port of eectarian schools. 

Fiith. We reafiirm the belief avowed in 
1876, that the duties levied for the purpose of 
revenue should be so discriminate as to favor 
Americen labor. That no further grant of the 
public domain should be made to apy rail- 
road or other corporation. That slavery hav- 
ing perished in tae States, its twin bar ty, 

ygamy, must die in the Territories. That 
everywhere the protection accorced to a citi- 
zen of American birth must be secured to cit- 
ens of American adoption. That it is the 
duty of Congress to develop and improve our 
water-courses and harbors, but we insist that 
further subsidies to private persons or corpo- 
rations must cease. That the obligations to 
the men who preserved its integrity in the 
day of battle are undiminished by the lapse of 
tiiteen years since their final victory. Their 
perpetual honor is and shall forever be the 
gratetul privilege and the sacred duty of the 
American people. 


THE CHINESE PLANE 


Sixth, Since the authority to regulate im- 
vnigration and intercouree beiween the 
United States and foreign nations rests with 
tie Congress of the United States and its 
ireaty-making powers, that the Republican 
party, regarding tbe uurestricted immigration 
vi the Chinese as an evil of great magnitude, 
involves tre exercise of the power to restrain 
and limit that immigration by the enactment 
of such just, humane and reasonable previs- 
ions as will produce the result.
